“w STARTED BY A WORKMAN's OIL LAMP.
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Kixty Familles Left in aDestitute Con-
ditien by the Disaster—Work
of Rescne DBegun—An
Appeal for Ald,

Scorrpare, Pa,, Jan, 27.--By an explosion
of fivcaamp in the mammoth shaft of the H.
., Fricke coke company toany olghty sturdy
miners wore ushered Into etemity and a
numbor serlously njured,

The eoxplosion occurred  this merning
shortly aftor 9 o'clock, and it Is supposol was
the result of the lgnitlon of o miner's oil
lnmp, The afterdamp which «followed the
fire-damp explosion suffocaded nearly every
workman, A few men, realizing the awful
stration, fell to the ground, thereby pre
vouting the gus streiking them,

The persons not killod ave o such a eritical
condition thut their deaths are momentarily
expected,

Upto this writing fifty bodes have been
discovered all without a sign of life. The
fire which broke out after the explosion was
poon extingulshied by the wmmense fans
which waore put inoperation, The gas hus
boeen deiven from the pit und the work of ros
euing the entombed winers commenced, The
mammoth plunt has fiftv-nine ovens, one of
the lacgest plants in the coke reglons, but it
I8 hard of aecoss It s situntsd mear tha
Unitold works, where an explosion recently
destroyed the entive shuft.

The affale has cast o gloom oyerdhe entire
ecoke reglon, and tonight hundrads of miners
nre flocking to the scone of the alsaster, ol
fering nasistance,  ‘I'he appalling loss of life
p the Dunbar disastor |s more than over-
shadowed by the destruction of life o this
calwmity. *

The news spread throughout the entire
coke roglon with great wupldity and every-
body was nwe-strickon.

Coflins have alvewdy beon
elghty persons from Moun! Pleasant under-
takers No ong escaped from the miine in
condition to tell thestory of the (disaster.
It s estimated thuat thore are sixty wives
and families left wholly  dependont  on
the vharity of the world for sustenance by
this Msuster. It Is u fact that they are ol
most penoiless, all the plant not having been
runting full foree for some time, and work has
beon excecdingly searco.

Everything possible will be done to supply
the widowed mothers and enildren with  the
necessneies of life. The Fricke company
will not hberally in this direction nnd Mastor
Workmun Peter Wise has sent an appeal for
ald to the miners and colcors of the rogioh.

At midolght (6 18 stated that 110 were
killed In the explosion, Sixty bodies have
been taken outso far,  The mine is ngakn on
fire and it §s feared that all the other bodies
wili be eremated.

Ths morulog a partlal story of the disaster
was obtained. An unexpected flow of gus
was struck and the miners working in the
headings connceted  with  fluts  Nos,
B and 4 were all wiled, The - fire
boss, as Is his duty, had been in  the
mine and examined the working places.  His
mangied body lles at the morgue, The ouly
evidenee thist he attended 1o his  dutles are
the regular certificates of lnspoction reecived
from hiw thas morning, which guaranteea
that the mines were safe, The miners kuew
that these cevtificates had been filled out and
waont to work., They never returned.

Superintendont  Keighty, who was the
mine  luspeetor In the Dunbar district
when  that  hortor  occurred, was o
the mine when the explosion took
place,  He hnmediately ealled for volunteers,
and, gathering o few about him, descended

the rogion to the scone, When the voluntesrs
entered the mine asight impossible to picture
moet them Bank cars, mules, and, more
all, men wore piled in o com-
poot mnss  against the ribs or walls of the
conl, and not o living thing was in the wrock-
nge, It waos slmost as solld ns the coal
ftaell so terrific was the force of the ox-
plosion. 'T'his obstruction was removed with
dimculty and they cotered the chamber of
horrors,  The firsy object thay discovered
aftor leaving the_mmn entry was a gum boot,
In it was the leg of o man,  Furtheron they
found o human head; but nowhere in sight
the trunk that had borne it In
a fow minutes, aftor  waelking  some
distance, surrounded by dangers unseen,
they found the trunk. The ragged neck,
with biopd oozing from {t, told the story of
Working their way
in, they found bodies strawn along the wang-
way. One nufortunnte met death while on
his knoes in prayer, with hands cluiped and
eves upliftedd. His body was found in this
position, It was o pathetie pioture,

Whilo all this was occurring the people of
the reglon wore concentrating at the scetie of
the groat dlsaster. Women and children, rol
atives and fricnds of theunfortunate victims,
rushed to the mouth of the pit, shreicking and
sobbing, and the secae was one sever to be
forgotten,

Following them came physieigns and un-
dertakers from Scottdale, Mount Pleasant
aud Greeosburg, and after them Futher
Lambing of Scottdale, who woent among the
beroaved with words of sympatby and con-
dolence, besides urging the men o greater

®  work in the rescue of any who might: be

plive and impmsoned. The services of the
phynlt"mhﬂ wore little  needed, for SYery man
o the headinegs where the explosion ocourred
wos killed.  Dewd bodies were brought u P
every fow minutes. Every corpsa was cov-
ered and no oue even ventured to enguire
whose body It was, for they knew that every-
pue In thut part of the wmine at the time of the
explosion was dead,
Buperintendent Kelghtly wias
trossed.  He had been in two othor wine dis
msters —Dunbar and Youngstown ~but this
wis farthe worst,  Heo said: ““No man Hv-
Ing knows the cause of the accident, and it
will nevor bo kuown for a cortaluty, Notso

AL 600 lnst night FPowr Dulfy wos eross-
Ing Burt street on Eighteonth, and observing
a motor traln coming eastwiurd on Burt, he
endonvored to turn his horse out of the way.
He turned so fapldly and so short that the
WAagon wis Fruried, theowlng Me, Dufty
upan the track o front of the approaching
train,

The motormnn put on brakes and shut off
the current, but could not stop bis traln until
it had struck Mre. Duffy and hnd shoved him
wlong the track nbout six feet,

The unfortinate man wios hastily oxtri-
cated from bereath tha car by the traininen,
ond thae patrol wagon was called to take him
to his home ot the coraer of Thivtéenth and
Cupitol nyennun,

A physician was eallod and the injured man
was found to bo sufering from a ghoastly
wound in the vight groin, Theright hip
wik bindly crushed pnd a gash wis cut from
the groin upward avout six inches,

The attending physiclin seemed to think
thot the injury was not necedsarily fintal, but
his Judgmont nroved to be locoreect, for Mr,
Duffy died at 7 :40,

The special wos o vory heayy teain and o
double header, Four membors of the Seventh
wore Killed outeight, und Captain Godfrey
nnd  slx  enlisted mei seriously, if
not  fatally, Injured and  twenty-flve
or  nore of the command recelved
injuries of greater or less severity, The
buggugeman of the regular wns aiso in-
im‘m. The teack is badly torn up and trafio
s interrupted for from twenty to twoenty-
four hours. The rmilway authorities here
